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Council goes for sprinkler ordinance 
discusses enhancement of Kersting 


Sierra Madre City Council quickly passed for 
second reading and adoption Ordinance No. 1048 
dealing with the city residential fire sprinkler pro¬ 
posal. On Nov. 8 an ordinance that allows an in¬ 
spection concerning zoning, health and fire safety 
will be studied. No housing code or occupancy 
inspection will be necessary at this time. 

Councilman George Maurer showed impatience 
when he urged the council to begin thinking about 
how Kersting Court could be updated with a Red 
Car depot, perhaps a red car, “enhancement,” he 
said. “Main street has the right idea for additional 
parking and the private sector for rebuilding the 
depot.” 

Mayor Clem Bartolai said, “We should at¬ 
tempt to set a public forum and give some notice 
to the community.” 

Mayor Pro Tern. Bruce Crow noted, “That is 
prime real estate . . .” and made the motion to 


instruct City Administrator Jim McRea to contact 
a CRA consulting firm that will offer alternatives 
not only in re habilitating Kersting Court but also 
Auburn and Sierra Madre, Lima and Sierra Madre, 
“options to improve the looks and quality of the 
city in additon to getting better tax increments.” 

Crow wants to make sure that additional soft¬ 
ware equipment purchased for the city will give the 
council information to project financially for the 
city. 

He told McRea, “Write down our requirements 
to provide adequate, high level reports for the coun¬ 
cil.” Then he made the motion to authorize the city 
administrator to order $13,600 in software with the 
stipulation that the council members would be pro¬ 
vided with reports they need. 

In addressing the question of the occupancy 
ordinance. Mayor Bartolai requested a discussion

Careful, Children 


Halloween festivities are in the 
plans for the next two weeks and par¬ 
ents are urged to observe a set of 
saftety precautions for their children. 

To ensure that safety of children 
trick-or-treaters this Halloween, the 
Los Angeles Safety Council suggests 
the following safety tips: 

• Make children in Halloween cos¬ 
tumes safely visible to drivers by decor¬ 
ating their outfits with retro-reflective 
material. 

• Costume materials (costumes, 
masks, beards and wigs) should be 
labeled “Flame Resistant” or be flame- 
proofed. Flameproofing may be done 
by saturating cloth in a solution 
composed of nine ounces of horuv. 
four ounces of boric acid and one gallon 
of water. Soak the material thoroughly, 
then wring it out by hand and hang it 
up to dry. 

• Make-up rather than mask should 
be used as masks may obscure the 
vision and restrict breathing. 

• Smaller children should always 
be accompanied by an* adult and 
should not enter homes or apartments 
unless accompanied by an adult. Child¬ 
ren should only go to homes where 
residents have outside lights on as a sign 
of welcome. 

• Costumes should be short enough 
to prevent children from tripping and 
falling. Children should also 
wear safe, sturdy shoes. Mother’s 
high heels are not a good idea for safe 
walking. Flimsy materials and outfits 
with big, baggy sleeves or billowing 
skirts should be avoided to minimize 
the risk of contact with candles or other 
sources of ignition. 

• Those receiving trick-or-treaters 
should remove anything that could be 
an obstacle from steps, lawns and 
porches. Candlelit jack-o-lanterns 
should be kept away from landings 
and doorsteps where costumes could 
brusii ai!.ini''i ••k llaiiK 

• “Parents should encourage home 
parties in place of trick-or-treating to 
be on the safe side,” said Joseph 
M. Kaplan, president of the council. 
“It is also important to emphasize 
careful examination of all treats before 
^lildren are allowed to eat them.”

• Contrary to what you se-e, Dick Johnson 
is not trying to limk like the Hathaway shirts 
man. He really does have a bad eye under the 
exotic batidage. And it all started when he was 
trying to help his son, Jasoti, to clear away 
some palm frotids that had got out of control. 

In the early summer he atid his soti were 
pitching some palm fronds over the fetice when 
a needle from otie of the fronds punctured 
llwcorner of Dick’s eye. He went to the ophthal¬ 
mologist when he noticed his vision was geltitig 
a little blurry and three days later the problem 
hail cleat ed. 

Three months later at work he experienced 
great pain in that left eye. Of course, he was 
back to the ophthalmologist immediately and 
went to the hospital for the weekend. 

After intravenous antibiotic therapy over 
the weekend it still had not cleared up so he 
went from Santa Teresita to Doheny Eye Clinic 
where they determined he needed surgery. 

It was there that they removed the lens 
from the eye, drained all the liquid in the eye 
and replaced it with sterile fluid. And there 
were five more days of antibiotics in the hos¬ 
pital. 

Now he is gradually recovering and within 
the next couple of weeks, after the cornea 
heals, ke wtiU bpve a^ont^t lens installed 
in that left eye to give him farvision." ‘ 

Why was his prr&lem so dramatic? Doc¬ 
tors told him that when the palm needle 
punctured his eye it injected a staph infection 
which grew very slowly until that day. Sept. 22, 
when it reached its zenith and erupted in the 
eye. 

So that’s why Dick Johnson has a dashing 
patch over his left eye. 

When you see him around town, wave to 
him on the right side — that’s where his good 
eye is located. 

Dick is completing his fourth year as 
president of Sierra Madre Historical Society.

Council goes for ordinance

and review of the potential of an occupancy in¬ 
spection at the time of sale, change of use, lease, 
rental or re-occupancy of a dwelling unit in Sierra 
Madre. 

Discussion followed concerning how to catch 
those people who were using guest houses for rentals. 
“Single kitchens are the secret,” City Administra¬ 
tor McRea said. 

They also agreed the realtors are liable to 
tip off the city when new occupants move in. 
Bartolai said, “The burden is on the new renter 
with the rental agreement concerning occupany in¬ 
spection.” He continued, “Public sentiment doesn’t 
come out (concerning flagrant violations) if the 
public is satisfied. We’ve heard there’s a lot of illegal 
stuff (illegal rentals) going on. We need public 
innut.” 

The 1980 census data reflects a total of 4794 


dwelling units of which about 60 percent are owner 
occupied and 40 percent are leased or renter oc¬ 
cupied. Of the number of dwellings, 29 percent 
were built before 1939, 16 percent in the 40s; 25 
percent in the 1950s and 22 percent in the ’60s. 
Seven percent were built in the 1970s and one per¬ 
cent to March of 1980. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow made the motion 
to ask City Attorney Charles Martin to address 
the inspection issue, restricting it to zoning var¬ 
iances, health and fire safety and reminded the 
council that this was only a draft. 

The Planning Commission’s decision to deny a 
variance was upheld by the city council. The var¬ 
iance to construct a fence exceeding the 42-inch 
height limit was requested by Duane Waddell. The 
appeal was quickly denied.
